TRAIL WANTED. 


For a long time freighters, teamsters 
and travellers generally on the Atha- 
basca Landing trail have been com- 
plaining that there is practically no 
trail to follow. Years ago the old, 
original trail was easily followed and 
well beaten, but setilers coming in 
fenced off and plouged up their land 
until now there is no road. As far as 
the Sturgeon milli the trail is good but 
after that, for seven miles, it follows 
the\ course of the Sturgeon ito ihe old 
Athabasca crossing. It is along this 
seven mile stretch that the trouble 
occurs. The trail now runs through 
fields and over ploughed Jand, but af- 
ter the farmers put in their crops in 
the spring this will he impossible, It 
is not pleasant for the settler to have 
his fences taken down and loaded 
teams driven across his crop; Neither 
is it pleasant for the freighter to come 
unexpectedly on a fence and be com- 
pelled to turn off through bush or 
muskez for a number of miles in order 
to get through.

General Sir Redvers Buller’s ora- 
torical attempts have an unhappy, fac- 
ulty of coming home to roost. When 
he left England for the seat of war it 
Wes understood he went only in con- 
sideration of being allowed a free hand, 
that is, when he got the Boers where 
he wanted them he was to be allowed 
to settle the matter in his own way. 
The privilege is still open to him but 
as yet he has not had occasion to avail 
himself of it. Followi ing his arrival in 
Africa there was a long period of in- 
activity and silence. -The public  ac- 
cepted the silence, content to believe 
that great things would follow the in- 
activity. They were right, great 
things did follow but as we are deal- 
ing with Buller’s oratorical proclivit- 
ies and not with his military genius 
we refrain from touching on painful 
Subjects with which the public is al- 
ready sufficiently familiar. Another 
period of inactivity followed Colenso, 
and; the next we hear of hin he is ad- 
dressing his troops on the eve of battle, 
telling them they are about to march 
ta the relief of their beleagured com- 
rades in Ladysmith, and that “there 
will be no turning back.” The Rubicon 
is crossed, Spion Kop is won and lost 
and when next we hear of Buller, the 
speechmaker, he is back where he 
started from, minus some 2,00¢ men, 
and, telling his troops he holds the key 
of the road to Ladysmith and expects 
to be there within a week. Wa have 
no intention of ieliing Buller what he 
should. do to relieve Ladysmith—there 
are plenty of war critics in England 
who can do that—neither do we criti- 
cise his military skill, but what we do 
object to is his five minute speeches 
between acis. “There shall be no 
turning back” would look very nice 
along side of “England expects every 
man to do his duty” and “You may, fire 
when you are ready, Gridley”: It 
would bs a very pretty phrase to hand 
down to posterity as the inspired ut- 
terance of Gen. Buller on the eve of 
leading his victorious troops through 


os flying hordes of Boers to the relief ofj 


beleagured Ladysmith, bet when its 
utterance merely pieredae a retreat 
it becomes ludicrous were it no* piti- 
ful. Buller the soldier may be bad 
enough, but Buller the framer of 
phrases is worse. The Sasa of Gen. 
Otis, of Philippine fame, “Situation 
well in hand” won jor Otis the proud 
title of “Biggest clown in the Ameri- 
can army,” but, compared with Bul- 
ler, Otis was a philosopher.

WAR NOTES. 

Native deserters report the follev- 
inz field cornets killed in last’ week's 
fighting near the Tvgela. Lom- 
bard, of Waterburg; Grobelair, of 
Bremersdorp; Opperman, of Pretoria; 
Daniel Erasmus, of Magaliersberg, and 
one Free State cornet. The Boer cas- 
ualties were approximately 1,000 
though this information is not con- 
firmed officially. 


Steck’s Spruit, Jan. 29.—Command- 
ant Oliver, of the Orange Free State, 
in'a speech to the Boers at Lady Grey, 
said that his men were almost sur- 
rounded at Stromberg, and unless re- 
cruits were forthcoming he would be 
compelled to abandon the position. 
It is admitted that in the recent fight 
at Ladysmith the Boers lost 1,100 kill- 
ed and 600 wounded. 


The first batch of wounded men, 
belonging to the naval contingenis 
serving ir. South Africa, has arrived 
in England. They are mostly skilled 
gunners. They say that the Boers’ 
Maxim-Nordenfeldt one-pound quick- 
firing guns have a most demoralizing 
effect on the British. These guns are 
made in England, but they are not 
supplied to the British troops. |

Large en- 
gineering constructions are proceed- 
ing at Modder river, suggesting that 
Lord Methuen’s fortified camp is to be 
selected as the base from which to 
invade the Free State. Numerous sid- 
ings, platforms and warehouses are be- 
ing built and the railway bridge ixweil 
advanced. German strategists assert 
that topography of the country would 
make invasion easier from Kimberley 
and the district northward than from 
the more rugged region of Sterk- 
stroom or Colesberg.. : 


Accounts of the battle of Spion Kop 
contirue ‘to filter im. All testify to 
the terrific Boer fire. Several esti- 
mate that the totai losses of General 
Buller’s turning movement will 
amount approximately te 1,500. When 
reinforcements arrived the troops 
were much cramped on the top 
of Spion Kop. Preparations were made 
below, to secure the position,guns were 
on the way, and engineers had been, or- 
dered up to strengthen the entrench- 
ments. Colonel Thornycroft was not 
aware of this when ho ordered the re- 
tirement and he actually met the ar- 
tillery coming ug. 


Gen. Woodgate was wounded about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. Even then 
he) protested that he was all right and 
had to be held down, cn the stretcher. 
It is reported that the Boer commander 
at first insisted on the release of some 

30er prisoners before he would permit 
the English to collect, their wounded. 


The war office has Yssued an addi- 
tional casualty list of the battle of 
Spion Kop, Jan. 24, and of the en- 
gagement at Venter’s Spruit, Jan. 17 
and 20. The additional list numbers 
139 men killed, 391 wounded, and 63 
missing, a tetal of 593 With 174 
additional casualties given for the 
fighting at Venter’s Spruit the total 
loss since the beginning of the war 
is placed at 9,658 men. 

Col, Plumer’s force is advancing from 
Buluawayo south . to the relief of 
Mafeking. Regarding them a report 
reveived at Lorenzo Marques, from 
Gaberones on 20th January, says: A 
Boer scout was captured yesterday 
and -a small party was-sent out 
to reconnoitr2 certain hills. They 
ascended the wrong kopje and bJunder- 
ed upon a Boer fortress, armed with 
a Maxim. Fortunately they managed 
to escape without casualties.” A lat- 
er despatch from Gaberones dated 
Jan, 26, says:“ “Col. Plumer used his 
141-2 pounder on the Boer position 
for the first time to-day. The Boers 
replied accurately but did no dam- 
age, 

In the British House of. Commons 
on the 2nd, Mr. Ralfour, first lord of 
the treasury, read a telegram re- 
ceived by the Queen from the mayor 
of Mafeking, dated Jan. 27, and in 
the following terms: ‘Upon the 100th 
day o* the siege, Mafeking sends loyal 
devotion to Her Majesty, and assur- 
ances of its continued resolve to main- 
tain Her Majesty’s supremacy in this 
town.”

with the Boers for many years, says: 


I went ffirst to Sccth Africa 
in 1862, and I knew it as not 
halZ a dozen others had known it 


I know 
the Boers root and branea; stock, lock 
and barrel. I have hunted with them 
in almost every hunting ground in 
South Africa; I have fought for them; 
I have traded with them throughout 
the Transvaal and tke Free State; I 
have duz for diamonds and gold with 
thems I have been with| them on their 
land commisions and surveys; I have 
lived .in their houses and been a 
guest in many hundreds of their farms. 


~ I have written the biographies of all 


their explorers, and the history of 
many of their greatest deeds. | And 
with al! this knowledge of ihem, 
my estimation is that) they are the 
craitiest, most _ hypocritical most 
dishonest, most untruthful, cruelest, 
most ignorant, most overbearing,most 
immoral, snd stupidest race of white 
people in the world. <A heavy indict- 
ment, bit a true one. 

The initial our 
well-meaning peopte fall is as to the 
first occupation of the Cape. Our flag 
was planted there in 1320 years be- 
fore the Dutch advent, but as_ the 
then government had no epinion of its 
value no serious attempt was made 
to occupy it.

The second is that the Boers are a 
purely Dutch race; but as a matter 
“ot fact they are largely French.\The 
Huguenot immigrants formed a very 
considerable section of the original 
Cape Boers, but the Dutch, being in a 


majority, ruthlessly forbade the use 
of the French language. Generals 
Joubert and Viljoen are of French 


desvent, so is Sir H. de Villers, and 
very many of the leading Boers of all 
the states. 

Third—It is supposed that the} Boers 
are entitled to the countries they oc- 
fupy by- right of discovery.

TOWN COUNCIL. 

The meeting opened in the usual 
manner with the mayor presiding. 
There were present Councillors Lee, 
Strang, Jackson, McLeod and Brown, 


and for a portion of the time town 


solicitor Beck.

outlet in Baker lake, whieh in turn 
empties into Chesterfield inlet, the 
Northern arm of Hndson’s Bay, The 
total distance from Great Slave lake 
to Hudson’s Bay is nearly £00 miles. 
The, trip is made wiil a view to find- 
ing out the possibilities and resources 
of the district and what the possibil- 
ies would be for a steamboat or rail 
way route. The party will be away 
about ten monihs, returning via E4- 
monton. A Jarge amount of their sup- 
plies will be procured at Great Slive 
lake, where they have already 
arranged for. They go out by way of 
Late la Biche. é
